Gigantic Walkout 
In Quebec Today 


TEHRAN (UPI) — A killer earthquake Mon¬ 
day rumbled through southern Iran “like the end oi 
the world on judgment day,” leveling dozens of farm¬ 
ing villages and leaving as many as 4,000 persons 
dead under heaps of ruMe. 

The quake, which struck at dawn in Ears prov¬ 
ince about 610 miles south of Tehran, was Iran’s 
worst since 1968 when an estimated 20,000 persons 
were killed in the more heavily populated northem 
province of Khorassan. 

Four more heavy tremors stnick Monday night 
but there were no casiwlUes or damage reported. 

The Shah of Iran ordei-ed six army jrfanes to the 
stricken area and sent his brother. Prince Mahmoud 
Rem, to the province to assist in relief operations. 
Rrouz said 1,000 tons of flour was flown to the 
region. 

Manoudiet Firouz. governor-general of Fars 
province, said the violent tremor—which i-egistered 
7 orrthe Richter naale cf 9.5 peak tnlen^y—levelled 
adobe shanties and straw huts across a 230-mile-wlde 
area.

P 1 r o u t estimated the 
number ct dead at 2.000 to 
4,000. Tbe quake also set off 


landslides, adding to the dev¬ 
astation. 

The quake struck at 5:37 
a.m. local time <9:37 p.m. 
KSTi when most men of the 
\illage8 had left their homes 
to work in the fiekb. Wit¬ 
nesses said larmers ran hack 
to \nllBges to find ^ir fami¬ 
lies lying dead beneath col¬ 
lapsed homes. Rescuers told 
of men "crying like little 
kids" clawing at the rubble 
with their hands to reoo\'er 
the bodies of tlieir wives and 
children. 

Pirouz said after he landed 
at one \iUage. survivors ran 
to his light plant begging for 
help and food. "Some of them 
were weeing like children," 
he said.

Cure or Comfort?

Dear Dr. Tlieolaaoat Is 
there a cure tor bunions? I 
am having quite a bit of trou¬ 
ble with my feet now that 1 
am in my 70s. — Mrs. C.L.R. 

Yss. ther's a cure for bun¬ 
ions. Surgery. 

But In practice, the question 
usually is whether a cure is 
what a particular person 
wants, or whether tolerable 
comfort is a good enough 
compromise. 

Tve found that not too 
many people understand what 
a bunion really la. They have 
the impression that tor aome 
reaaon the large joint of the 
big toe has become swollen, 
and they assume there must 
be some sort of cure that will 
take the swelling down. 

Actually, although there ts 
some swelling, that isn't wliat 
a bunion Is all about. A bun¬ 
ion is a distortion of the joint. 
The big toe has been gradual¬ 
ly forced sidewise, by yeers 
of weering shoes that are

usually too small, to pointed 
and narrow. 

It is no longer possible (ex¬ 
cept in very early cases) to 
do any correcting. Not only 
haa the joint been forced into 
a different position, but the 
bursa, or sac at the end of 
the -joint, has become In¬ 
flamed. It swells in protest 
against the continued pres¬ 
sure. 

In plain language, you have 
developed bursWs of the big 
toe. That's what a "bunion" 
is. 

M(wt folks with bunions 
have spent anywhere from 15 
to SO years developing their 


bunions, end the joint is so 
distorted there's no reasonable 
chance of trying to maneu¬ 
ver It back into iu original 
r sitoin. Neither is there any 
hope at all of applying medi¬ 
cine on the outsjjde and ex¬ 
pecting it to do any good. 

One wonders why people 
will wear tight shoes long 
enough tn cause such distor- 
Hon. Why won't they change 
the type of shoe to one that 
gives the toes enough room? 
By the time the bunion has 
developed. It's too late. The 
damage has been done.* 

That leaves two possible 
courses. One is to change 
shoes to take the pressure off 
the painful big toe joint. Some 
people just cut a piece out of 
the shoe. 

The only thing that ap¬ 
proaches a real cure is sur¬ 
gery. to remove some of the 
distorted bone and rearrange 
the shape of the joint. But It’s 
not a rapid process, and you 
have to do some hobbling 
Mhile the toot heals.

Levesque and his Parti Que- 
beools executive have come' 
out wHh their new manifesto« 
at a fascinating moment in 
view of the federal election 
expected later this year.

Soviet President Nikolai 
Podgomy’i six-day visit to 
Turkey starting today is the 
fUYt by a Russian head of 
state in three rentiu^ ot 
c«innict and war between the 
tuo countries. 

Roth Western and Eastern 
diplomats say the tnp could 
be significant. 

U comes at time when Sfv 
viet-Turkiah trade and aid is 
reaching new highs while aid 
from the United States de¬ 
clines an<1 the Agency for In- 
tematfnnat development 
(AIDl prefMrea to pull out al¬ 
together. 


The trip Is In return for 
President Cevdet Sunday's 
visit to Moscow in 1960 and 
follows the signing of a new 
trade jMotocol only a month 
ago. The protocol Is intended 
to bring trade between the 
two nations to $82 million in 
1972-73. 

The predicted record in 
trade has been matched by 
$400 million in Soviet aid. 

For the Soviet Union, a 
friendly Turkey could be a 
major strategic and pollticaJ 
asset. 

"If one looks at tiw map. tt 
becomes evident why Pod- 
gomy's visit is of paramount 
importance.’’ one Western 
diplomat said. 


Turkey controls the 55oviet 
Union's only direct access to 
the M^terranean and forms 
a key element in the southern 
flank of the North Atlantic 
Treaty OnmnUation (NATO) 
defenc# system. 

Tt ts through the Roephorus 
Straits that Moscow's war¬ 
ships must pass from the 


Black Sea to maintain their 
presence in the Mediterra¬ 
nean. 


'The atrategic importance of 
these straitj has led to a long 
history of I'onfUct between tha 
two countries. The Soviets ag¬ 
gravated t)>e situation in 1946 
by requesting Joint control of 
(he Straits and the return of 
the Turkish provincea of Kart 
and Ardahan. 


These demands and other 
Soviet aspiratkira in the r»- 
gMm led Jo the Truman Doc¬ 
trine and Turkey's subsequent 
entry into NATO in 1952. 

Podgorny'i visit is not ex¬ 
pected to change Turkey's po¬ 
sition in NATO. The talks 
could, however, help ease ten- 
skint between two oountriet 
that have fought 13 wars stace 
i6n.

Major league baseball 
owners have added $400,000 to 
their offer to striking players, 
thehr chief negotiator said 
Monday, but, because of a 
oondltton, it was received mv 
favorably by the jdayert’ top 
repre s e n tative, 

John Gaherin, speaking for 
the owners, said that, after 
meeting in Washington earlier 
in the day with Marvin Miller, 


executive director of the 
Major League Baseball 
Playm Association, and chlaf 
federal mediator J. Curtis 
Counts, he and Miller re¬ 
turned to New York where the 
new offer was made — and aD 
but rejected. 


Gaherin said the owners 
“adjusted our proposal of yes¬ 
terday (Sunday) i 4 >ward con¬ 
ditionally.'*

But the condition, covering 
back pay for games or dates 
already lost in the lOKiay 
strike, apparently will bring a 
rejection of the offer by the 
players, Gaherin suggested.

season and didn't play be¬ 
cause of the strike. 

“Further, the major league 
clubs will make every effort 
to make up the lost games to 
complete a achadule of 1$2 
games. The players will be 
expected to play this schedule 
within the framework of the 
basic agreement." 

The problem here is that 
the players want to be paid 
for the full aeaaon if ell 162 
games are played. But the 


owners bast a full aeaaon on 
182 days, not 162 games, and 
thus would deduct fnmi each 
pli^er’s salary the pay which 
would have gone to him for 
each day of the strike, even If 
games already lost are made 
up later. 

“Our contention." Gaherin 
■aid, “la that the schedule 
calls for 162 games and we 
pay the players a teeson sal¬ 
ary. We have the rt^t to 
schedule those games as we 
see fit.’* 


The players have aekl they 
would not expect to be paid 
for games cancelled If the 
season was reduced, but have 
balked, at losing pay for days 
lost if the entire 162-gmme 
schedule is played. 

In genera] figures, this 
meant that, if the players ac¬ 
cepted the offer and gamea 
were played tod^, the 
average player — one making 
$22,S00-would lose $1,236 for 
the l(V4ay strike. 

Miller was reported to have 


presented the owners’ offer 
formally to the player rapre- 
sentativet from each of tha 24 
major league clubs. 

Later, MiUer and the player 
representatives engaged in a 
conference telephone call with 
commiasiooer Bowie Kuhn. 

A spokeaman for Kuhn said 
only that a acheduled meeting 
of owners now is off and tost 
the commiaaicHier would not 
intervene in the dispute at 
least until the owners’ <^er 
was otflcially rejected.

Hm bodies of dead babies 
should not be disposed oi 
u^th hospiial garble, say 
Anglican church authorities. 

They have been pressinfr 
the provincial government to 
change regulations which 
allows hospital authorities to 
dispose of the remains of a 
child which lived less than 
seven days after birth. 

Hm regulation has meant 
that In hospitala In small 
eentraa which have no crtma- 
totium. bodies have been 
burnt in hospital indnerators. 
the provincial government 
hat been toM. 

In particular the>’ have 
cited an instance at Prince 
Rupert where the local hospi* 
U] burned tha body of a two 
or three day old baby fol¬ 
lowing its haptitm — In the 
garbage disposal f 3 rftem. 

Practire OppMmd 

They told the parents,_ 
•’Don’t worry, we look"" 
after everything.” aoeording 
to> Ri^Kip Dnugias Hamhidge 
of the dkx'ese ti Caledonia. 

He wrote to the provincial 
health department calHng at¬ 
tention to the law which per¬ 
mit! the dispoaal of the re- 
maina of fetus. stlUbom and 
children who have lived for 
tip to seven dsyt, along with 
hospital refuse, a practice op- 
pnsH by the Caledonia Dioce¬ 
san sxeeutJvc committee 

"This is a had law. hut it 


appears the’ provincial gov¬ 
ernment won’t change It with- 
^out a public outcry." com¬ 
mented Victi^a Bishop F. R. 
Gartreli. 

He noted that in a letter 
commenting on an Investlga- 
tion by the health department 
into infant crematkm proce¬ 
dures, House Speaker William 
Murray (SC—Prince Rupert) 
said he fully agreed that the 
present system is both disre¬ 
spectful snd objectionable. 

But. Murray said, it would 
seem that if the system is 
going to be corrected the 
stimuhts must come from the 
hospital boards and adminis¬ 
trations. 

He suggested a resolution 
and strong letter from the 
Britiah Cblumbia Hoapital As¬ 
sociation asking for correction 
of "this moat unhappy situa¬ 
tion. 

"I believe this would 
strengthen my hand coiwider- 
ably in requesting that this 
disrespectful practice be cor¬ 
rected.” aald Murray. 

Public Outcry 

"Why should we need a 
public outcry to correct this?” 
asked Gartreli. “The govern¬ 
ment made the law and sever¬ 
al ntembers have agreed It is 
bed. WTiy can’t the govern¬ 
ment change the law aimpfy 
hecauae it is bed?” 

Gartreli said he believes 
that in Victoria the bodies of 
stillborn babies, and thoee 
that die within seven days of 
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birth, are taken to the cre- 
matj»rium at Royal Oak. 

"But there are many small 
rommunlttes which do not 
have theac facilities and the 
only thing they can do is put 
the bodies in the hospital in¬ 
cinerator along with the gar¬ 
bage.” 

Gartreli said he believes 
regulations should be changed 
so that the bodies of dead 
babies are treated with dig¬ 
nity and respect. 

He said that In areu with¬ 
out cremation facilities the 
bodies should be decemly 
buried. 

"Every community has a 
pn^r place fer burials.” he 
said. 

Rev. Walter Donald of 
C!hrist Church Cathedral was 
stronger in his comments. 

'The Ides that the body of ■ 
child can he thrown In with 
the hospital garbage violates 
my antlrt imer being." he 
said. 

Decent Burial 

He said that all human r»- 
maina ahould be given a de¬ 
cent burial, and noted ttuit ao- 
ofFTding to law a burial certifl. 
cate is required for any baby 
from the twentieth week of 
pregnancy. 

AH these babies sBw die, 
and whose bodies can be dis¬ 
posed of by the hospital, 
should by law have a decern 
burial, he said. 

"If the perenta can’t affm^ 
to bury the child then some of 
our fat-cat undertakers should 
h» tn perform me 

service. 

■'They have to do it now for 
indigents. and they should 
have to do it for these chil¬ 
dren too.” 

More Concerned 

"While I think the church 
should be more concerned 
with the living then the dead. 

I think it should be very con¬ 
cerned with the degradation 
of the human body to the 
point where you Just chuck it 
in with the garbage. 

"Vtlien we reach this 
point.” said Donald, ”I think 
we have a sick society." 

He said that when the mat¬ 
ter waa first brought to the at¬ 
tention of BCHIS, it was sug¬ 
gested that the furnaces 
should be heated to 1800 de¬ 
grees before the bodies ere 
put in. 

’’You throw tn the garbage 
to heat up the furnace, and 
then you chuck in the chU- 
dien/' said Donald. 

Vtmo$t Sympathy 

Donald said ha has the ut. 
most S 3 mipathy for the 
parents of dead babiet. 

’’I'm quite sure that when 
the hospital authoritlaa offer 
to look after the body they 
don’t realbee what is to be 
done.” 

He said the problem of dis¬ 
posal of the bodies has 
raaehqd crisis proportions be¬ 
cause of the numter of abor¬ 
tions performed in hospitals. 

’’Many of the foetus are 
aborted after the twentieth 
week, and I’m sure they are 
not being given a decent 
burial.” said Donald. 

He said he believes all 
human remains, including 
those from early abortions 
should be dlspo^ of with 
dignity.

You're wonderful, sweet 
people." 

As Chaplin spoke, the tel- 
vlsion cameras switched to 
Jackie lOoogan. now in his late 
Ms. who appeared In one of 
Chaplin's greatest triumph's. 
The Kid. 

Jack Lemmon called the 
honor to Chaplin "an historic 
milestone in tiie WstcH^ of the 
Academy." 

Daniel Taredash, president 
of the Academy of Motion 
Picture Arts and Sciences, 
said. "Chaplin made more 
peopte laugh than anyone in 
hlaUMry. Yet beneath ^ sur¬ 
face was the fears of all of

Dahlias 



I have been getting quite a few let¬ 
ters this past few weeks asking whether 
It is safe yet to plant out dahUas. I am 
finding it extraordinarily difficult to an¬ 
swer these letters, for I have no crystal 
ball to tell me what the weather has In 
store for ua. and about aM I can do is 
weigh the cbancca one way and an¬ 
other. 

Oi tie one hand. dafaNa topgrowlh 
can be IdHed <weridght by >ist a touch 
of frost, and certainly we are not out of 
the woods yet as far as frost is con¬ 
cerned. I keep remembering the beat¬ 
ing our Uoaaomlng strawberries took 
from a late spring Iroet back in 1966. 

On the other hand, it Is becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult to hold back our 
dahlia tubers. Even ^Wien stored In a 
very cool basement, they are sprouting 
strongly, and unlass we can get them 
Into the ground pretty soon, they won’t 
be any good. 

Of the two hasards — froat and pre- 
mature sprouting ~ frost is the easier 
to oontroL Tlie tubers themselves will 
come to no harm underground, for 
frosts at this time of the year do not 
penetrate below the surface. And the 
shoots are in danger only after they 
have emerged above grou^. 

Even after toe Aral dahfta shnuts 
ernei^. it is poeeifale to protect them 
If local groml frosts are forecast. You 
can get out there u’ith toe hoe and 


mound them up temporarily, for In¬ 
stance. or cover them ovenrdght wMh 
cartons or flower pots. 1 would say, 
then, that toe wise policy 0 to v^Ut as 
late as you dare, but get your tubers 
planted before toe sprouts are an inch 
long.

It is well to keep In mind dlls sprout¬ 
ing business when you are buying dah¬ 
lia bulbe, too. IxMk th«n over carefully 
and pass up any with long, skinny, pale 
shoots in favor of tooae which are Jute 
starting to sprout Most good dealers 
and almote all the catalogue dahlia spe¬ 
cialists have facilities nowadays for 
storing their tubers under refrigeration 
to prevent prematore sprouting. 

I hesitate to recommend any speciAc 
varieties, as this 0 so much a matter of 
personal preference. 1 DO have some 
notes in my little black book, though, 
concerning dahlias that cau^ my eye 
and captured my admiration late sum¬ 
mer. This notebook, I might say. is 
something of a bone of contention in our 
family, for on holiday trips and v0lts to 
other citiea. I am always scribbling 
away making notes oo plants I see in 
public gardens white my family be¬ 
comes bored and restive, wantiog to 
get on with the ple asu re s of vacation. 

I can’t do very mudi trial-and-error 
testing of the giant-size dahlias in my 
own garden because of limited space. 


to about the only way I can get a line 
on the most attractive varieties 0 to go 
snooping through the public gardens 
and parks and pestering the attendants 
with questions. 

One dahlia that really hit me be¬ 
tween the eyes was States Seeker. 
Standing 3H feet tall, the plant carried 
enormous cactus-flowered bloome oloee^ 
to 13 Inches across, In flandag eeariet . 
with a golden base. 

Tartan, a giant dahlia in the stan¬ 
dard decorative class. Is a rich royal 
purpte-red shade with pure w^te tips to 
the petate.

Another line W-ootor Is Storm Bird, 
listed under the name Vuurvogel in the 
Dutch catalogues. Ttes one, a semi-cac¬ 
tus type, stands four feet tall; the bot¬ 
tom half of each petal 0 golden yellow, 
the top scarlet. 

Of all the dahlias we looked at last 
summer, my wife's favorite was EpfHng 
Forest » she goes more for pastel 
shades while my own taste runs to the 
bolder primary colors. 1 must admit, 
thoi^, that Epping Forest, a standard 
decorative glam dahlia, has a breath- 
taking loveliness, in a clear mauve pink 
shade. 

On Parade 0 more my cup of tea 
a husky gUnt bearing huge aeml-cactus 
Mooms in a real flre-englne red, and 
with stems almost as thick at your mid¬ 
dle finger.
